FOREWORD 



TO be baffled, to be awed by the unknown, the mysterious, the strange, has never been grati- 
fying to man, and thus arises his propensity toward inventing explanations of what he does not 
understand. Motivated by this discomfiture in the presence of the inexplicable, man created 
the supernatural and, in order to explain events he liked and events he disliked, filled it with 
two sets of forces, those propitious and those non-propitious to his desires and well-being. As every 
phase of life and death came to be touched by this supernatural world, so too, the years on down to 
the present came to be "as Luck would have them." 

With Ignorance the Mother of Superstition and Education its Foe, we were interested in looking 
about on our college campus to ascertain the prevalence of superstitious beliefs and practices. Re- 
markably enough, although the college has passed through major disasters, such as fires, epidemics, 
and deaths, we could find no traditional superstition surrounding the institution.

Four years: 

What an interminable time this seemed to Thirty-three 
when she first set foot on the campus of N. C. C. W. in the 
fall of 1929. How bewildered she was in her new surround- 
ings, yet how expectant! The faint touch of homesickness 
that she experienced as she set up her household gods in this 
strange environment was pushed far into the background by 
thoughts of new friendships she would form, the wider ex- 
periences she would have. 

In spite of the unfamiliarity of her new life, therefore, 
Thirty-three began her college career by tripping gleefully 
along in her high-heeled shoes, equally thrilled by freshman 
examinations, exploring trips about the campus, and daily- 
social events. Figuratively speaking, she found four-leaf 
clovers every day, and her first letters home reflected the 
glamor of college life.

Then disillusionment took a hand and brought her back to earth with something like a 
thump ; and by the end of registration day, when she wearily limped back to her dormitory, 
romance had given place to realism.

One of 
the most impressive occasions was the ceremony which united the class of Blue and White with 
the class of Red and White. Thirty-three began then to feel that her lucky star was in the 
ascendancy, for she was no longer alone. 

After this rite the scenes shifted rapidlv. Interspersed with the monotony of study came the 
traditional events the high lights of the year: never before had Thirty-three been so intrigued 
bv anything as by the beauty of the Lantern Festival; never had she had so good a time as 
when later, in gay-colored hose, she romped g'eefully through a ridiculous week of work and 
fun, climaxed by formal initiation into clubs. 

The first class election made Rachel Lipscomb president; Margaret Morris, vice-president, 
and Catherine Mclver, secretary-treasurer. A class song was written, and Thirty-three sang 
it proudly at last mass meeting. So rapidly had the last weeks of the term slipped by, that 
almost before she realized it, Thirty-three's first year in college had come to a close. 



Time marched on! 

Vacation ended, and Thirtv-three was back at col'ege in the fall of 1930, joyful in the 
anticipation of renewing old friendships and of taking up forgotten work. A rather sophisticated 
young lady, imbued with the feeling that she was really an important part of the college, had 
replaced the naive little freshman of the year before. This was natural, however, as Thirty-three 
was now living among upper classmen and had a greater share in college activities than ever 
before. 

One of her duties this year was to select a competent staff of officers for the fall semester, 
and Thirty-three showed her wisdom by choosing Lucile Hutaff as president; Katherine Teague, 
vice-president; Modena Lewis, secretary; and Virginia Allen, treasurer. Acting on a quality 
which had already manifested itself, she adopted Loyalty as her motto. Later she announced 
that she had selected Betsey John Hurley, little daughter of Dr. and Mrs. Leonard B. Hurley, 
as mascot; and Miss Ernestine Welton of the Residence Department as Honorary Member. 

Two events of this period stand out very vividly in Thirty-three's memory. The first of 
these, preceded by weeks of whispered back-stage plans, was the wearing of her newly-arrived 
blue leather jacket on a triumphal, serenading march through the dining halls. The second was 
her presentation, on the last night before the holidays, of the annual Christmas pageant followed 
by the burning of the Yule-log in the hut for her Sister Class. 

With the beginning of the second semester came another class election, resulting in the 
choice of Mildred Brunt for president; Margaret Stallings, vice-president; Mary Parrish, 
secretary; and Eloise Cobb, treasurer. 

Time moved on so smoothly and so swiftly after this that Thirty-three forgot He was 
marching at her side until she was startled by the realization that the year was drawing to a 
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close, commencement was at hand, and her Big Sister was about to leave her. Was there ever 
such a conjunction of unhappy events! Had a black cat run across her path, she wondered; had 
the horseshoe above her door fallen; or was there a hopeless crossing of the stars? Nothing 
could be done, however, except to assist in preparations for commencement and to labor proudly 
ill making the daisy chain, one of the loveliest ever to rest on Sophomore shoulders, and her 
farewell gift to her Big Sister. 

In the midst of all this, Thirty-three had to select officers for her junior year. To assist 
Virginia Allen as president, she called on Mary Parrish to act as vice-president; Louise Ward, 
as secretary; Edith Henderson, as treasurer; Helen Lichtenfels, as manager of the Junior Shop; 
and Dorothy Upshur, as chairman of Big Sisters.

Preliminary to the opening of school, the college authorities invited Thirty-three and a group 
of her friends to Camp Silver Pines, where they discussed campus problems of importance and 
arrived at a clearer understanding of the attitude of the faculty in regard to various questions. 
That week, with its addresses, discussions, and associations, made a happy beginning for 
Thirty-three's third year at N. C. C. W. 

Returning to Greensboro, she took up her work with increased ardor and with a new sense 
of responsibility, for now she had a Little Sister of her own. Thirty-three had at last grown 
up, and it was probably at this time that she realized fully the meaning of the motto selected 
in her first year. 

The weeks passed rapidly. Aside from the routine program of studies and various activities, 
there were outstanding events, each of which held the center of the stage for a brief time 
before giving place to another. Thirty-three attended regularly the dances in the gym and the 
society dance inaugurated during this year. Her Junior-Senior dance, directed by Kay Brown, 
was the social success of the season. Her hay ride to the Athletic Association camp began the 
desired Junior Week-end, which culminated in Thirty-three's acquiring for the remainder of the 
term, the rare privilege of visiting the drug until 10:00 P.M. 

Thirty-three went about the business of spring elections very thoughtfully, for this time she 
had to supply all major offices. As Senior leaders she appointed Eloise Cobb, president; Margaret 
Morris, vice-president; Caldwell Hoyle, secretary; and Daisy Young, treasurer. Then she went 
home for three months of rest and recreation.

When Thirty-three returned to college after another week at Camp Silver Pines, she found 
several changes awaiting her. Chief of them was a change of address, because of the merger 
which combined the three state institutions of higher learning. She was now a student in the 
Woman's College of the University of North Carolina and would so graduate in June. 

Freshman Week brought to Thirty-three one of the most dramatic events of her years in 
college. In the early hours of one morning, she was awakened by the roar of an airplane, flying 
low overhead. Her horror was increased by the discovery that the library was afire. What would 
they do without it? Fortunately, however, only a part of the books was destroyed, and the 
library staff with remarkable efficiency set up temporary quarters in Students' Building and soon 
had everything running again. 

This year was not unmarred by sorrow, and Thirty-three grieved deeply when news came of 
the death of her Honorary Member, Miss Ernestine Welton. Later Miss Lillian Killingsworth was 
selected to fill the vacant place. 

As the Christmas holidays drew near, Thirty-three, sti 1 keeping in mind her four-year project 
of accumulating money to purchase an organ for the auditorium, worked for two days in Meyers' 
store and earned a considerable sum by her efforts. 

Almost before she realized it, Christmas vacation was over and Thirty-three was back in 
college for her last half year. Then Time strapped wings to his feet, and events followed in 
rapid succession. The Twelfth Night dinner given by the faculty seemed but a prelude to 
examinations; spring vacation melted into plans for commencement week and then into com- 
mencement itself. 

And now, as Thirty-three pauses to look over the time she has spent in college, an o'd saying 
comes to her mind — "Of a good beginning cometh a good end." Surely this is true, she thinks, 
for the years have been good to her and she goes forth with increased friendships, a broader out- 
look upon life, and a deeper appreciation of the ideals of Loyalty and Service.

I put down the dishrag and went for the needle. Even 
if a run in one's hose does mean a letter in the post office, I 
couldn't afford to let it get any worse. I had to sew it up in 
spite of being rushed to finish the dishes. Miss Byrd had 
asked me to take charge of a special issue of the Alumnae 
News which was to feature the class of '33, and it seemed to 
me that I had written to literally hundreds of my old class- 
mates to find out how many children th;y were scrubbing the 
ears of and whether they still liked oatmeal for breakfast 
a la Coolidge (la, la!) I had heard from everyone but 
Helene and Arline, who were probably as busy as they pre- 
tended to be in the old days. Ten years makes little real difference in a person. 

f had the letters all spread out on the study table and had almost finished making my list for 
Miss Byrd when the postman came. There was but one letter, addressed to "Miss Mary Bailey 
Williams" in Helene's individual and unreadable handwriting, f tore it open very quickly. It 
was my lucky day. I had not found a four-leaf clover the afternoon before for nothing. By night 
Miss Byrd would have the list of every member of the class and just what she was doing. I was 
anxious to finish that little work. 

Helene's letter was short but interesting. She and Arline were living in Greenwich Village. 
Arline was editing a magazine and having poetry evenings much like Harriet Monroe used to 
give — evenings full of good cigarette smoke and very bad verse. Helene was running a Little 
Theater group and doing work with a new school of artists on the side. They both hoped I was 
enjoying housekeeping. 

I sat down to sort out the variety of clippings, letters, pamphlets, and even telegrams that 
I had received. The table was littered with an editorial by AI Reid who was doing work with 
SOCIAL ABSTRACTS, and by an advertisement of the Night Owl Club in New York, Edna 
Miller, Hostess. I smiled when I thought of the day that I had asked Edna what she wanted to 
be when she grew up. "I want to be a good sweet girl, kind and good to my mother," she had 
said. I pushed Dr. Ruth Owens' Ph.D. thesis, THE PATHOLOGIES OF THE COLLEGE GIRL, 
off on the floor. It was said that her psychiatrical work was really valuable, but there wasn't 
room for the book among that stack of letters. A. V. Poe had written on Japanese rice paper from 
No Foo Lin, Japan, where she was inaugurating a new Y. W. C. A. I drew a deep breath and 
paused to turn on the radio for Dr. Katherine Brown's regular Friday health talk. Her topic was 
of primary interest both to young mothers and to those harrassed by financial ills: "How to get 
the sand out of spinach and your money out of kale." I listened and worked at the same time. 
I knew that Claire Lind was working on campus as councilor and that Parcell was married and 
had two children, but there were clippings so interesting that I must read through them before 
I could go on.

She held a 
Kiddy Koncert on Friday afternoons over the Charlotte hook-up. I turned the radio off lest I 
catch it and feel duty bound to listen.

She has at last found a really 
natural rouge and lipstick. 

Ruth Venters takes money for moving pictures tickets from 2:00 to 10:00 every day in 
Winston Salem. 

Lucille Tyson is head of the Y. W. C. A. in the South." 
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I remembered that I had heard her speak two weeks before on "Education and the Adolescent." 

Eleanor Green and Lib Hester had come over from Charlotte to try to sell me a new 
Frigidaire, but I had resisted their high pressure salesmanship with dilHculty, since I had no 
money.

\ irginia Dougherty had given me the news about Ikey Welbourn's summer trip to an 
Oklahoma reservation where she was studying dancing among the Indians to get material for her 
master's thesis. "Dort," herself, was teaching gymnastics in the Institute for the Blind at Raleigh. 
She said she had heard nothing from Edith Henderson since she had come over to discuss physical 
education in the state institutions. Edith was attempting to lobby in Raleigh to get the legislature 
to put physical education into the state penitentiary. "Think how many jobs it would create for 
cur girls," she had said, "if all state reform schools had an adequate course in physical education." 

Doug Archibald was working as an assistant in a dentist's office. "The only good thing about 
it," she said, "is that I may get a discount on my false teeth."

Alumnae House, pictured above, was designed by Mr. Penrose V. Stout, of 
New York City. The architect drew his inspiration from Homewood, built 
nearly a century and a half ago by Charles Carroll of Carrollton, one of the 
signers of the Declaration of Independence. The original masterpiece stands today 
on the campus of Johns Hopkins University, and is considered by many critics 
the most perfect example of Colonial architecture in America. 

Alumnae House, which is to be located on the site of Old Guilford Hall, 
overlooking a garden on the west, will be headquarters for the alumnae and 
their work. It includes a spacious reception hall with a fireplace, a library, a 
lounge, a committee room for classes, four bedrooms, a sitting room, a dining 
alcove and serving pantry, also a second story balcony. Here too, are head- 
quarters for the Student Government Association, a students' organization room 
with fireplace, and offices for the student publications.

In September, 1932, on the invitation of Doctor Foust, seventy-five men 
students registered for classes. The doors of the Women's College were opened 
to them as a depression measure so that the young men of Greensboro and the 
vicinity might be able to take advantage of the educational facilities of their 
home town. It is believed now, however, that co-education will be a permanent 
fixture on the campus. Indeed, some men students have come here from distant 
places and established a residence in town in order to attend classes at the 
Woman's College. 

Shortly after their matriculation the men organized their Men's Association 
for the purpose of "dealing with campus problems and administrative relations 
peculiar to the men students." The association is subsidiary to the Student Gov- 
ernment Association and parallels, for the boys, the work of the Girls' Day 
Students Association.

Participants have num- 
bered well up over the hundred mark dur- 
ing the past two years. 1932 inaugurated 
the plan of having a tenderfoot group and 
an advanced group whereby the tender- 
foots could score points without actually 
competing with those more adept at the 
art. 
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BASKETBALL 

During the season of 'ji-'33 the center 
throw was tried for beginning the basket- 
ball games. It proved most successful, 
and is being used exclusively in the col- 
lege games. This year there were about 
150 girls out for basketball with 85 of 
them making class teams. After a sea- 
son of close competition the 1933 cham- 
pionship was won by the Sophomore class 
team. 



SWIMMING 

The swimming season began in Decem- 
ber and ended in March, with over 100 
girls coming out for tenderfoot and ad- 
vanced class teams. At the close of ths 
season come two interclass meets with com- 
petition in form and speed events, diving, 
water polo, and stunts. Class managers 
and coaches confer to pick the ten best 
swimmers, whom they name as swimming 
varsity. The 1933 interclass swimming 
meet was won by the Sophomores. 
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BASEBALL 

Base ball is one of the major sports of the 
spring season. Each class has two practices 
a week under student coaches with faculty 
supervision. From its eligible players the 
classes select first and second teams. In 
l 933, Ior the fi rst time, tenderfoot teams 
were organized to give girls who had never 
played before an opportunity to learn the 
game, which they played without the gloves 
and with a larger ball than the one used 
in the regular baseball. The games are 
played off in Round Robin tournaments. 

TENNIS 

Tennis is only one of the many "Big 
Muscle" activities valuable in the develop- 
ment of thought and muscular co-ordina- 
tion. It is a game having a scientific basis, 
which, if thoroughly learned, will make it 
possible for you to form your game into a 
work of art. 

A class tournament is held during the 
spring season, while the fall event is an in- 
dividual tournament irrespective of class. 
Ruth Cobb, Senior, was the champion of 
the fall of '32. 
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SOCIETY SPORTS DAY 

Society Sports Day was begun four years ago and is well on its way 
to a place among the traditions of the school. No classes are held on 
that day so that it may be wholly devoted to sports. Members of the 
four societies come out with two ideas in mind — to enjoy themselves 
and to carry away the trophy at the end of the day. Competition in 
sports both increases and is increased by interest in the societies. 

The main idea of "fun for every one" is carried out in the wide 
variety of activities included in the program. There is the treasure 
hunt, horse-shoes, tennis, swimming, chariot races, marbles, and other 
games to test the prowess of the participants. Whether you are an 
Adelphian, Aletheian, Cornelian, or Dikean, whether you prefer a quiet 
game or a vigorous one, whether you want a team game or an indi- 
vidual game, you may have it on Society Sports Day.

Discovers Reason Our Girls 
Have Trouble with Jobs 



An interview with Dr. G. Y. Phoust to- 
day revealed startling changes contemplated 
in the curriculum for the fiscal year, 1933- 
34. Dr. Phoust stated that for some time 
he has noticed with alarm the decreasing 
number of marriages among the "glorious 
girls." He feels sure, he says, that this fact 
may accouat for the deplorable condition 
of North Carolina today. Instead of find- 
ing our girls safely installed in happy homes 
of their own, he notices that they are flood- 
ing the teaching market and cheating able- 
bodied men out of their legitimate places 
as the nation's educators. 

A committee appointed to ferret out the 
cause of the conditions reported that it was 
not due, as Miss Erriot Holliot, Biola Vod- 
die. and other prominent women of the fac- 
ulty had steadfastly maintained, to the aver- 
sion of men to women with brains. They 
insist that, for some unknown reason, the 
student body has in recent years run to 
brunettes and the members of the student 
body do not possess sufficient charm, to off- 
set this misfortune of birth. The committee 
was composed of the following: Chairman E. 
J. Forney. Oliver Klucks, Martha Windmill, 
A. C. Gall. Sane Jummerell, Abigail Howley, 
and Wade Water.
